The Chinese Government is grati- 
fied to Icarn that the President of 
the League Council is scoking the 
most effective means. to inaure 
the immediate withdrawal of the 
Japanese troops.

Dr. Wang earnestly requestx 
the most prompt action in this 
reyard, us the situation {a grow- 
ing graver with every hour, and 
the Council's decisidn- admitted 
absolutely no delay. The Chincse 
Government ssaumed full re-. 
sponsibility for the. protection of 
life and: property as soon aa they 
regained the control of arena 
evacuated by the Japanese troops. 

Concluding Dr. Wang sald that 
the Chinese Government noted 
with aatiafaction the Council's 
meetings and relevant documents 
to the United: States.—Sino News 
Service, . . - .

When four men were brought 
vefore his Worship, Detective Ser- 
geant Mendows said the defen- 
dants were seen by a Weihatwel 
constable picking up stones.

Police Stoned, 

In the street at the time was a 
truck load of sugarand, thinking 
that it was Japunese, the crowd 
attempted to push it inte the 
harbour, but Inspector MeWalter, 
Sergeant Meadows “and — the 
Weihaiwei contable managed to 
prevent them. Stones were then 
thrown at the’ police officers, 

“It seems this time,” continued 
Sergeant Meadows, “that the de- 
monstration was more against the 
police than the Japanese. We 
heard no shouts agninst the 
! Japanese, but the general shout 
seems to have .been to strike the 
police. . 

The first of the four men 
charged admitted disorderly con- 
duct and was fined $25 or o 
month's imprisonment in default. 
The other three denied the charges 
and their enges were put back. 

Before the other cuses were 
proceeded with, Mr. T._ Murphy 

(Assistant Director of Criminal 
Investigation) appeared in 
Court and said he was there in 
connexion with the antl-Japanacse 
agitation and he would like to ask 
his Worship to take a very serious 
view of the cuses which were 
before him nnd tn which the 
charges were proved against the 
defendants, His Worship was 
nuked to consider imposing tha 
maximum penalty.

The Wanchai Affair. ~ 


“By ironical cireumatance, prac- . 
tically the whole of the damaxe to 
property and person sustained in 
Wednesday night's antl-Japancsc 
nitnck at Wanchal waa confined to 
Chinese. No Japanese received 
even slight injurics, while bruises 
and abrasions among the Chinese 
attackers were frequent. Now ‘it 
appears that Chinese .landlords 
will probnbly have to foot the bill 
for the broken windows in the 
Wanchai shops. . 

An emergency squad patrolled 
the district yesterday, and there 
was no semblance of any disturb- 
ance. Several Japancso shops did 
not open, thelr doors, and those 
proprictors who chose to carry on 
their business did it behind shut- 
Ore, ‘ . 

Nagasaki Joe's, the picturesque 
haunt of seafurit.g men, was open- 
ed under those conditions, and the 
boarded-up windowa cast a gloom. 
ovar the usually merry saloon with 
its walls covered with prints of 
ships, shollbatks and scantily-. 
celal ladles. Joc Yamakawa— 
Nagasaki Joe— had cleared away 
moat of the stones and splinters 
of glass, and reported that all 
had been quiet during the morn- 


ing. 
Landlords Suffer. 


The Japanese storekeepors | at 
Wanchai ure occupying thelr pre-

but from enquiries it seema that 
the'Chinese landlords will have to 
bear the brunt of the damage sus- . 
tained in. the atone throwing on 
Wednesday. Several shops. * have 
the damage covered by insurance, 
but other shopkeepers declare‘that 
the responsibility of replacing the 
damage is on the landlords, who 
in practically every case are Chin- 
cae. 

Japancse in Wanchai do not an- 
ticipate any more trouble in view 
of police precautions, but are tak- 
ing no risks, and it {s-doubtful if 
there will be many unshuttered 
shops in Wanchai, during the next 
faw weeks. .
